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Obviousness Rejection 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for ail obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the claims under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims was commonly 
owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 
Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of 
each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the 
examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (0 or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 USPQ 459 (1966), 
that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are 
summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness or 
nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stier (EP 0 076 563) 
in view of Wong et al (USP 6,315,986). 

The primary reference discloses a multicolored toothpaste in the form of two or more separate 
phases (preferably four), one of which is a transparent or translucent gel. See the abstract and first 
paragraph of the body of the reference. The phases are matched Theologically to increase stability and 
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inhibit color bleeding (p. 2, lines 13-20). The toothpaste is administered via a dentifrice dispensing means 
which keeps the phase in interfacial contact prior to extrusion (col. 4, lines 14-30). The reference 
generally mentions coloring agents (col. 4, lines 9 and 10), but the only ones exemplified are water 
soluble dyes (see working example 1 at p. 6). 

The primary reference thus differs from the instant claims insofar as it does not specify 
incorporation of colorant particles which impart a "striped appearance" to the translucent/transparent gel 
phase, e.g., wax-entrained dye particles as recited by instant claim 7. 

The secondary reference teaches that it is desirable to entrain water-soluble dyes in wax matrices 
to produce colorant particles, where those dyes are to be used in striped dentifrices. Dentifrices 
containing such colorant particles in amounts of 1-5 percent by weight (col. 2,lines 39-42) are extremely 
resistant to color bleeding. See col. 1 , lines 28 et seq. The reference differs from the instant claims insofar 
as it silent regarding a translucent/transparent gel phase, as well as rheological equivalence. 

It would have been obvious to have entrained the water-soluble dyes of the primary reference in 
wax colorant particles and to have incorporated those colorant particles into the gel phases of the primary 
reference dentifrices in an amount of 1-5 percent, motivated by the desire to provide contrasting colors 
while imparting optimum color bleeding resistance as taught by the secondary reference. Since wax 
entrained colorant particles would not be solubilized or homogenously mixed into the dentifrice base as in 
the case of non-entrained dyes or pigments, they would be reasonably expected to produce the "striped 
appearance" required of the instantly claimed gel phase. (Or alternatively, one would reasonably expect a 
"striped appearance" to arise in both cases since the same wax particles are being added to the same gel 
phase in the same amounts by both applicant and patentee).
